Vineent in the British West Indies, Rio de Janeiro, Santos, and Buenos 
Aires, carrying 1,47) tons of timber and general cargo for Buenos Aires. 


The Norwegian SS SPURO, which is chartered by the Polish Ocean Lines, 


. was scheduled to leave Buenos Aires about 8 Octeber 1951 for Montevideo, 


Santos, and Gdynia. She was to carry };,000 tons of wheat, loaded at 
Rosario, for Santos and 2,000 tons of quebracho extract and 450 tons of 
salted hides for Gdynia. 


The SS HUGO KOLLATAS departed from Buenos Aires for Gdynia on 3 November 1951 
cerrying the following cargo for Gdynia:
